Grim Story 
Of Beating 
Of Suspect 


Witness Tells Of 
. Fatal Episode 


His Own Part 
Only Playful 


A. district. watchman's account ‘of 
police assnults which are alleged to 
hove resulted in the death, of Chan 
Sun, 40, who died from u ruptured 
spleen ‘on’ August 32, was given at 
the Kowloon Maogistracy yesterday 
when. the inquest was continued, 
The watchman, Chan Fat, D.W. No, 
38, declared that deceased had been 
nssaulted in the detectives’ room at 
Shaumshutpo Pollce Station. He 
denied that he himself had pre- 
viously assuulted the man, but had 
merely given him two playful pushes, 


Mr. K. Keen sat as Coroner, as- 
sisted by a Jury comprising Messrs. 
John Revie (Foreman), William Law 
and A. F, dos Remedios. Mr. R. H. 
E. Marks, Assistant Superintendent 
of Police, and Detective Inspector A. 
E. Carey were present for the police. 


Chon Fat sold he had been in the 
District Watch Force for about two 
years. On August 31 he was statlon- 
ed in Hongkong, but on coming off 
duty ot 2 pm. obtained permission 
to go to Kowloon to see his wife 
nnd son, who waa ailing. Before he 

{d this however, he met a clansman, 
Chan Tam-lln at aten shop, Later an- 
other clansman, Chan Fat,’ a tallor, 
alins Chan Wing-fong, came in and 
sald his sewing machine had been 
stolen from his place at 390 Cheung- 
shawan Road the night before. 


Witness offered to help by making 
enquiries, and oll three went over 


to. Kowloon. At‘ the tallor's house, |. 


witness nsked him if he suspected 
anyone else living im the building. 
He sald that deceased, who occupied 
the rear cubicle on the ground floor, 
was an oplum smoker ond that he 
suspected him. 


The watchman went to deceased's 
room, and entered, leaving the tailor 
standing outside. Deceased was ask- 

if he knew about the 
theft of the machine, and replied that 
one Wong Lop (first witness) had 
come to him carly that morning about 
4 o'clock, and had taken the machine 
on his way out. 


Deceased took witness, Wing-fong, 
Tam-lin and another man named Tse 
Sung to Wong Lap’s hut, which was 
on the hill above Cheungshawan 
Road, At the hut, witness spoke to 
Wong Lap and asked him to come 
out and have tea, -Half-way down 
the hill, witness demanded to know. 
if he had stolen the machine. On 
his denial, witness said that deceased 
had seen him taking it, whereupon, 
Wong Lap declared: that deceased 
himself had stolen it. 


To this, deceased said he had let 
Wong Lap in that morning to buy 
some wolfram ore, and on the way 
out Wong Lap committed the theft. 


Taken to Station 


Witness decided to take both Wong 
Lap and deceased to Shamshuipo 
Police Station. There both men 
were taken into the detectives’ room, 
Where_o_detectlve,.Chan _Tsun,.C454, 
got: out of bed and questioned de~ 
ceased. On belng asked why he had 
not wakened the tailor after the 
machine had been stolen, he said 
that he had been so sleepy that he 
went to.bed and forgot about it, 


A European came in, and went out 
again with C454. and Wong Lap. 
About ten minutes later, Wong re- 
turned, followed shortly after by 
C454 who left again with the deceas- 
ed. After a-further ten minutes, de- 
ceuscd was brought back. -His eyes 
were wet as if he was about to weep. 
Witness heard the detective tell de- 
ceased and Wong to sit down, and 
went away, returning half at hour 
later. ei 

The detective then threatened to 
“eat deceased to death if he did no’ 
tell the truth. Not receiving a 
satisfactory answer to his questions, 
he struck deceased three times in the 
side with a wooden rod similar to a 
truncheon, After further questions, 
the detective gave him two more 
blows on the back. Then he turned 
to Wong Lap und questioned him, 
hitting him when he would not con- 
fess. - Wong said that deceased had 
accused him because of a grudge. 

- Another Chinese detectlve, dressed 
In European style clothing, came in, 
and on seeing the two prisoners 
squatting on the floor, Interrogated 
deceased, When deceased persisted 
in saying that he hod not stolen the 
machine, the newcomer . kicked him 
in ‘the side. .Then he went to a 
corner of the room and picked up a2 
billet of wood, nbout three fect long 
‘and about three inches in diameter 
and struck Wong Lap many times. 
Wong cried out for help. :Soon after 
this the detective Icft. 


Ino Bad Way 


C454, declaring that deceased de- 
served to dic, kicked him in the side. 
Deceased sagged forward and his 
tongue protruded. Appearing to be 
alarmed, the detective lifted him: up 
and said he would take him into the

In the pnssage ways the nssaulted 
man pltched forward . suddenly. A 
European passing was told: that de- 
ceased: was an oplum smoker and 
that he wos under the drug's in- 
uence, Witness and his party were 
told to go into the charge room, but 
there the Inspector ordered them to 
get out, and they left.

One question has been put to mo with quite monotonaus fre- 


quency since Inst bont races 
merely a flash in the pan?” 


“Can Oxford keep it up or was 1937 


I appreciate this implied confidence after my dynamited fore- 
cast; but that question is precisely the one 1 om not prepared to 
answer, for the following reasons: bo 


Oxford's position Jost season was a 
now-or-never one. -They had a 
strong crew, a good reserve crew, 
coaching thyt commanded confidence, 
nnd oat inspiring president, This 
year Oxford lose invaluable veterans 
like Slurrock ond Cherry, and, 
although Isis crews have shown that 
genera) matecial ts definitely on the 
up-grade, there is sui far to go in 
order to match Cambridge In respect 
of that abundance which maintains a 
varsity stan ard. - 

MISTAKEN TACTICS 

Analysis of the Implications of the 
1937 victory is not simple, As a 
spectacle the race was, of course, 
magnificent—the most thrilling con- 
test for many years—and any writh- 
ing of spirit on my part was not due 
to phirtisnnship.. Nor was it the pos- 
sibly quite needless butchery of my 
forecasl, but rather’ the crude 
“Dotehery” of a priceless opportunity 
in tactics that gravelled me, 

We may all deprecate the exis 
tence of luck In the conditions and 
in the toss that hands them, unearned, 
on a plate to one of the crews; but 
it irks more to sce ‘conditions mis- 
read or iftnored. Obsessed by the 
Surrey {elish and untaught by Ox- 
ford's similnr costly mistake jn 1936 
—n mistake which Oxford had no in- 
tention or repeating, If they had won 
the {oss in 1937—-Cambridge chose 
‘Surrey and handed = Middlesex to 
Oxford! With the wind uctually 
favouring Middlesex (even though but 
slightly), Cambridge made the in- 
credible choice. 

Perhaps never [n the history of 
the race, however, has s0 great an 

-ndvantage been ignorantly cast 

away, ; 

So slack was the tide that, after a 
false’ start, Cambridge could back 
down to the stake-boat ngaln as 
easily us in the Cam. The great 
swell of tide on the Surrey bay simply 
did not exist. This was the legend- 
ary your, 

LESSON OF 1910 ‘ 

Why, In 1910, Cambridge, handi- 
capped by a bad crab and u neces- 
sary «isy to recover from it, and 
kenowing that for so light o erew all 
hung on the essential lead at Ham~ 
mersmith, threw tde and caution to 
the winds and steered over Fulham 
Qlats (which In that day were peril- 
ously studded with picces of conerete 
and old boiler, capable of ripping the 
bottom out ofan elpht), clipped Ful~ 
ham wall on a curving. tangent, ond 
shot Hammersmith a canvas ohead, 
thus moking a two-lengths recovery. 


In 1937 there was nelther tide to 
lose’ nor basking threats to imperll, 
If that’short-cut paid so handsomely 
when a normal tide had to be sncrl- 
ficed, whnt was not possible to nn 
ndventurous crew in 1937 conditions? 

Had Thad the control, and we had 
won the toss, I should have insisted 
on taking Middlesex, or else instituted 
tu osit-out strike! Then, leaving Ox- 
ford at Beverley Brook to its Surroy 
“tidal sweep, 1 should have hugged 
my Fulhim bend round to the Crab- 
tree, or nt least past Walden’s; and, 
before straightening .to shoot Ham- 
mersmith, should have left Oxford 
“out of sight.” 

Now it is true that Merificld, veer- 
ing somewhat towards Middlesex 
made slight use of this unusual 
advantage and suceceded thereby in 
neutraljsing Cumbridge’s efforts to 
get by on the Surrey side. And 
later, Merificld cleverly made Oxford 
secure by frst pinching Cambridge 
fn tuo close at Hnorrod’s, and, after 
that, by penning them tn all round 
the Chiswick bend.. What tide there 
was Oxford thus kept so that Cam- 
bridge's spurts on the dead water 
were Jargely’ impotent. 

With alf due credit to the splendid 
rowlng, 1937 was a coxswain's year, 
par excellence, and even Merifield’s 
motificd appreciation of the fact 
carried the race. : 

Some critics, who should hive 
Known better, wrote palpable rubbish 
about the steering.

Manuscripts 
Go back | 
800 Years 


Mount Angel, Ore-—Fragments of 
vuluable manuscripts, many dated 
before Gutenbera's invention of 
movable type, are a portion of a 
prized Hbrary collection st Mount 
Angel College here. 


Tho Rev, Dr. Maro Schmidt, li- 
brarlan, estimates that some of the 
manuscripts ure more than 800 years 
old, They were recovered from 
the backs -of books which date from 
16ty century, The books from 
which ‘they were taken .are of great 
value in themselves. Some were 
brought from Europe more than 40 
yenra ago by the founders of the 
college and others were acquired 
Inter from European monasteries und 
libraries, ‘notably from Aachen, 
Germany. 


The fragments number more than 


60. Forty of them range In size, 


from 35 te 50 square Inches and the 
remulning; 29 ure 
from 6 to 20 square Inches each, 
The predominate language Is Latin, 
althotgh five of the smaller scraps 
tn Hebrew." 


Recognizable portions include part 
of g sncramentary .of cholr books, 
nome Inw, theology and philosophy. 
The mnjority of them bear hand- 
Jluminated work in four colours— 
black, blue, red and green, 


Speclally resigned tools had to be 
used to remove the manuscripts 
from the backs of . the books. 
Sometimes tt took hours to’ remove 
only a few square ihghes. The pig 
ments and tniss wede resistunt to 
water and some of ‘the plues re 
sisted solvents. 


Dr, Schmidt is now secking a 
restorative which will allow the 
translation ‘of those which are too 
faded to be read.

I appreciate this implied ‘confidenco after my dynamited tore: 
cast; but that question. is precisely the ono I am not prepared to 
answer, for tho following reasons? 2 ; 


.Oxtord’s position last season was a 
new-or-never- one, They had a 
strong crew, a good reserve crew, 
couching that communded confidence, 
and an inspiring president. This 
year Oxford lose invaluable veterans 
lke ,Sturrock and Cherry, nnd, 
although Isis crews have shown that 
genernl material is definitely on the 
up-grnde, there Is still far to go in 
order to match Cambridge In respect 
of that abundance which maintains 4 
varsity standard, 

MISTAKE TACTICS 

Analysis of the snplications of the 
1037 Victory Is not simple. As a 
spectacle the race was, of course, 
magnificent—the most thrilling con- 
test for many years—and any writh- 
ing of spirit on my part was not duc 
to purtisunship. Nor was it the pos- | 
slbly quite needless butchery of my 
forecast, but rather = the crude 
“botchery” of a priceless opportunity 
in. tactics that gravelled me. 

We may all depreente the exis- 
tenve of juck in the’ conditions and 
in the toss that hands them, unearned, 
on u plate to one of the crews; but 
it irks more to sce conditions mis~ 
rend or ignored, Obsessed by the 
Surrey fetish ond untaught by Ox- 
ford's similar costly mistake in 1036 
=i mistake which Oxford hod no {n- 
tention or repenting, if they had won 
the toss In 1937—-Cambridge chose 
Surrey and handed Middlesex to 
Oxford! With the wind actually 
favouring Middlesex (even though but 
slightly), Cambridge made the in- 
credible cholce., 

Perhaps never in the history of 
the race, however, has so great an 
advantage been ignorantly cast 
away. # 

So stuck hwus the tide that, after a 
false start, Cambridge could back 
down to the stake-beat ogain as 
ensily as in the Cam. The great 
swell of tide on the Surrey bay simply 
did not exist, This was the legend- 
ary year. 

LESSON OF 1910 

Why, in 1910, Cambridge, handl- 
capped by a bad crnb nnd a neces- 
sury ensy to recover from it, an’ 
knowing that for so light a crew oll 
hung on the, essential lead ot Ham~- 
mersmith, threw tide and caution to 
the winds and steered over Fulham 
fints (which in that day were peril~ 
ously studded with picces: of concrete 
and old boiler, capable of ripping the 
bottom out of nn eight), clipped Ful- 
ham wall on a curving tangent, and 
shot Hammersmith a canvas ahead, 
thus making a two-lengths recovery. 


In 1097 there was neither tide to 
lose nor basking threats to imperll. 
If that short-cut pald so handsomely 
when a normal tide had to be sacri- 
ficed, what was not: possible to an 
ndventurous crew in 1937 conditions? 

Had I had the control, nnd we had 
won be toss, I should have insisted 


on taking Middlesex, or clsac instituted | - 


a sit-out. strikef Then, Ienving Ox- 
ford at Beverley Brook to its Surrey 


“tidal sweep, L should have hugged 


my Fulham bend round to the Crab- 
tree, or at least past Walden’s; and, 
before straightening to shoot Ham- 
mersmith, should have left Oxford 
“out of sight.” : ‘ 

Now It Js true that Merificld, veer- 
ing somewhat - towards Middlescx, 
made ‘slight use of this unusual 
advantage und succeeded thereby in 
neutralising Cambridge's cfforts to 
net by on the Surrey side. And, 
tater, Merifield cleverly made Oxtord 
secure by frst pinching Cambridge 
in too close at Harrod’s, and, after 
that, by penning them in all round 
the Chiswick bend. What tide there 
wns, Oxford thus kept so that Cam- 
bridge's spurts on the dead water 
were Inrgely impotent. 

Wilh ali due credit tothe splendid 
rowlng, 1037 was a coxswwain’s year, 
par excellence, and even Merifictd's 
modified appreciation of the fact 
carried the race, 

Some critles, who should have 
known better, wrote palpable rubbish 
bout the steering, Hunter wis 
“accurtd of ‘boring on both sides of 
Hammersmith, whereas he actually 
suffered it; the notlon's inaccuracy 
having been.transparently obvious in 
the fuct ‘that both crews had had to 
make badly nthwart the tide to clear 
<Hammersmith dummy. 

CROWNING IRONY 

The crowning irony, however, lay 
fn the charge that it was an unsport- 
ing procedure on Hunter's part-~ 
something “not quite’! On the con- 
trary, 1 cox may do as he likes—at 
his own risk and his crews, if, by a 
foul, he is caught in his trespass. I 
suw no such foul In the race, but any 


'd| who thought they did will have to lay 


the burden on Merlficld, not Hunter. 

Mere trespassing iy no erime. 
Spartn rules the tideway—i.e., it ts 
creditable to steal an advantage and 
get away with It; the affair only be- 
coming a crime ff one is so clumsy 
as to be cought. doing it! 

Anyone is now aot itberty to assess, 
tf he can, the Oxford victory of 1037 
ns a criterion for the clarifying or 
dissolving of future prospects!

Men and women who hove been 
accustomed to Ilves of physleal acti- 
vity risk serlous damage to health and 
spirits by such a sudden change to 
enforced inactivity as is entailed 
when they enter Parliament, That 
is to say, if they spend as much time

There have been, I admit, members 
of Parliament who gloried in the fact 
that they took no exercise while 
Parliament was sitting, and thrived 
on the lack of it.
